Two ara to ba taken to 
Tako, where both vessely are going, and 
tha two brought by the Tig Yuen will be 
taken out here, and will proceed to Can- 
ton. Besides theae each vossel oarries per- 
manontly two smaller torpedo boat’ “about 70 
feot long, .and of abaut 15 knnta speed. The cor- 
vottas have a tonnage of 7,000, ars 300 feet long, 
59 feet beam, and adranght of 22 feot. Thov 
have doublo engines of 7,000 horse power indi- 
ented, the stoam being supplied by aght boilers, 
and they can do M44 knots, “They havo each 
four turrets, two amidships, one aft, and one 
forward. In each amidships turrot thoro are 
two loug 30} centimotre 31-tou gung, aud in each 
of the other turrets is one 15 contimetre 5-ton 
gun, all broxob-londors, and each vessel has also 
about a dozen Hotchkiss gnns. The guns are 
fixed, and are got into "2 by simply revoly- 
ing the turret, as in the caso.of the Agrmemnon.
